Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1964. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  of  19.7  shows  a slight 
rise  on  last  year  and  still  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  for  the  County  and  is  higher  than  the  Nation- 
al Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a satisfactory  drop  on  last 
year.  It  is  not  only  lower  than  the  County  Rate  but 
is  three  points  lower  than  the  National  Rate.  As 
again  the  main  killers  were  Heart  and  Allied  Diseases 
and  Cancer.  They  accounted  for  56  of  the  total  of 
79  deaths. 

Infantile  Mortality  shows  the  most  satisfactory 
return  of  NIL  as  against  the  National  Rate  of  20  per 
1,000  live  births.  However,  you  will  note  that  there 
were  4 still  births  notified.  I sincerely  hope  that  your 
Council  will  keep  up  the  pressure  on  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  so  that  a Specialist  Obstetrician 
attends  Buckingham  Hospital  weekly. 

This,  I regret,  is  my  last  report  to  you  as  I retire 
very  shortly.  I have  had  18  years  in  the  service  of 
your  Council  and  I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  kind- 
ness to  me  and  also  congratulate  you  on  the  great 
interest  you  have  at  all  times  shown  in  the  Welfare 
and  Health  of  your  District. 

To  Mr.  Floyd,  Mr.  Sharpe  and  their  staffs  my  grateful 
thanks  are  also  due,  for  their  most  helpful  co-operation 
always.

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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  investigation  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Oxford,  as  in  previous 
years.  Specimens  for  qualitative  and  quantative 
analysis  had  to  be  sent  to  London. 

2.  Ambulance  Service. 

This  radio  controlled  service,  administered  by  the 
County  Health  Department,  has  a main  station  at 
Bletchley  and  sub-stations  at  Buckingham,  Wolverton 
and  Newport  Pagnell,  to  cover  the  North  Bucks  Area. 
The  service  deals  with  all  types  of  cases,  general, 
accident,  and  infectious  disease. 

3.  Nursing  Facilities. 

The  District  Nurses  in  the  Buckingham  Rural  Area 
carried  out  their  duties  in  their  usual  conscientious 
manner. 


4.  Clinics. 


{a)  Child  Welfare  Centres.  There  are  five  static 
Welfare  Centres  serving  the  District,  located  as  follows  : 
Buckingham  (twice  monthly)  Twyforcl  (once  monthly) 
Steeple  Claydon  (do.)  Winslow  (twice  monthly) 

Thornborough  (once  monthly) 

The  work  of  the  Mobile  Welfare  Unit  continued 
during  the  year  and  the  following  villages  were  visited  ;

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The  District  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  attended  each 
Session,  and  a Medical  Officer  attended  once  monthly. 
Immunizations  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  cough. 
Poliomyelitis  and  Tetanus,  were  carried  out  at  all 
centres.  During  the  year  attendances  by  children 
totalled  3,601. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  good 
work  done  at  these  Clinics  by  the  members  of  the 
Ladies’  Voluntary  Committees. 

{b)  Chest  Clinic. — The  Clinic  holds  weekly  sessions  at 
Buckingham  Hospital  and  is  administered  jointly  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Health 
Department.  A chest  physician  attends  each  session. 
It  is  equipped  with  X-ray  plant  and  is  doing  excellent 
work. 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Clinic. — This  clinic  is  organised  by 
the  Wingfield-Morris  Hospital,  Oxford.  It  holds  two 
sessions  a month  at  the  Town  Hall,  Buckingham,  and 
an  Orthopaedic  surgeon  attends  alternate  sessions.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Bucks  Water  Board,  of  which  your  Council  is  a 
constituent  authority,  continued  to  supply  every  parish 
with  water. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board 
has  supplied  the  following  information  : — 

(a)  Mains  extensions  were  carried  out  at  : —

(b)  There  has  been  no  change  in  treatment  at  the  Foscote 
Works  during  the  year  and  the  water  produced  has  been 
of  satisfactory  quality. 

(c)  The  carbon  in  the  carbon  filters  was  found  to  require 
replacement  and  this  was  done  in  May,  since  which  date 
the  plant  has  been  working  satisfactorily  and  there  have 
been  no  complaints  of  taste. 

The  average  daily  quantity  treated  has  approached 

the  design  figure  of  two  million  gallons  per  day,  with 
peak  demands  above  this  figure,  which  has  necessitated 
the  supply  from  Foxcote  being  supplemented  by  water 
from  High  Wycombe.

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

A severe  pollution  of  the  Lillingstone  Lovell  Brook 
occurred  during  the  year  due  to  the  discharge  of  farm 
effluent.  Strong  representations  were  made  to  the 
farmer  concerned  and  the  pollution  was  abated. 

The  pollution  of  ditches  in  a number  of  villages  was 
aggravated  by  the  very  dry  spell  during  the  summer 
and  autumn  but  every  effort  was  made  to  keep  the 
ditches  cleaned  out  and  to  prevent  stagnation. 

The  pollution  of  a considerable  length  of  ditch  at 
Maids  Moreton  was  abated  with  the  completion  of  the 
sewering  of  the  remainder  of  that  village. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Great  Ouse  River 
Board  with  a view  to  the  submission  of  a scheme  for 
flood  prevention  at  Thornborough  village.  The  Internal 
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Drainage  Board  cleaned  out  water  courses  from  Lower 
End  Bridge,  Thornborongh,  to  the  main  river  during 
the  year  and  the  Council  undertook  to  clean  out  a 
further  section  of  stream  from  the  Lower  End  Bridge 
to  the  New  Inn. 


3.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Twyford. — contract  was  let  and  work  commenced 
during  the  year  for  the  execution  of  further  works  to 
deal  with  the  separation  of  rainwater  and  the  instal- 
lation of  a relief  pipe  from  the  Pumping  Station  to  an 
adjacent  water  course. 


Charndon. — Further  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
main  drainage  system  for  Charndon  and  it  is  hoped 
that  tenders  will  be  invited  early  in  1965. 


Maids  Moreton. — The  Contractor  made  satisfactory 
progress  on  the  installation  of  sewers  and  ejector 
station  together  with  pumping  main  connecting  to  the 
Buckingham  Borough  Council’s  sewer.  The  whole  of 
the  works  was  completed  towards  the  middle  of  1964. 


Preston  Bissett,  Westbury  and  Shalstone. — The  prep- 
aratory work  on  these  Schemes  is  well  advanced  and 
negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  the  sites 
for  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Westbury  and  Preston 
Bissett.  The  sites  for  sewage  disposal  plant  and  pump- 
ing station  for  Shalstone  have  been  acquired. 


Chackmore. — The  extension  sewer  to  serve  The  Moors, 
Chackmore,  comprising  175  linear  yards  of  6"  diameter 
glazed  stoneware  pipes  was  completed  during  the  year. 
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The  following  villages  are  now  provided  with  modern 
sewage  disposal  works  and  serve  approximately  50%  of 
the  total  population  of  the  district  ; —

These  works  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  and  good  effluent  standards  were  maintained.  The 
maintenance  staff  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satis- 
factory maner.

Following  the  issue  of  25  consent  notices  during  1963 
to  discharge  farm  effluents  into  the  Public  Sewer, 
notice  of  appeal  was  given  by  the  National  Farmers 
Union  and  appeals  lodged  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  respect  of  two  farms.  The 
Minister  held  an  Inquiry  into  the  appeals  in  November 
but  no  report  has  been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year.

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household  refuse 
throughout  the  District  which  has  been  in  operation 
since  October  1961,  continued  during  the  year.

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  continued  to  give  sat- 
isfactory service  and  no  serious  breakdowns  occurred 
The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  Council  will 
have  to  give  consideration  to  replacing  the  original 
Dennis  Paxit  vehicle,  which  has  operated  for  the  past 
8^  years. 
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During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  advised  the  Council 
that  he  had  appointed  one  of  his  Inspectors  to  hold  an 
Inquiry  relating  to  refuse  disposal  and  collection 
service.  This  Inquiry  took  place  in  November. 

Test  weighing  of  vehicles  was  carried  out  during 
1964  for  a period  of  one  week  to  a.scertain  the  amount 
of  household  refuse  collected  throughout  the  District.

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a disused 
clay  pit  at  Calvert  on  land  rented  by  the  Council. 
This  tip  has  been  in  use  for  the  last  seven  years  and 
although  a considerable  quantity  of  refuse  has  been 
deposited  there,  a large  area  remains  to  be  filled  and 
this  tip  should  meet  the  Council’s  requirements  for  a 
number  of  years. 


A total  quantity  of  300  cubic  yards  of  imported  ex- 
cavated material  was  used  for  covering  purposes. 

Regular  inspections  and  treatments  for  rodents  were 
carried  out  and  the  tip  face  sprayed  with  insecticides 
at  frequent  intervals,  to  keep  fly  nuisances  to  a mini- 
mum. 


Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  Section 
75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  on  the  owners  and 
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occupiers  of  7 premises  requiring  them  to  provied 
a satisfactory  dustbin.  51  bins  were  provided  by  the 
Council  and  an  annual  charge  of  7s.  6d.  made  in  respect 
of  each  dustbin  provided. 

Up  to  the  31st  December,  1964,  a total  of  274  dust- 
bins had  been  provided  by  the  Council. 

The  total  income  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  and 
scrap  iron  during  the  year  amounted  to  £89  16s.  2d. 

The  work  of  cleansing  septic  tanks  and  cesspools 
continued  to  be  carried  out  by  contract  at  four-monthly 
intervals  and  has  been  executed  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 


6.  Schools. 

Works  of  repair  and  re-decoration  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  by  the  County  Education  Committee 
at  several  village  schools.  New  classrooms  were  vir- 
tually completed  at  Marsh  Gibbon  Primary  School  and 
works  were  in  progress  for  the  construction  of  a new 
Primary  School  at  Maids  Moreton. 


7.  Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Rural 
District  but  rural  residents  in  the  summertime,  as  well 
as  school  children,  used  the  open  air  one  in  the  Borough 
of  Buckingham.

Overcrowding.

This  test  affords  a simple  means  for  the  grading  of 
the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of  ice  cream. 

A sample  iced  lolly  was  submitted  for  analysis  and 
the  report  showed  no  evidence  of  bacteriological  in- 
fection. 
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Meat  and  Slaughterhouses. 

During  the  year  a total  of  2,148  animals  was  slaugh- 
tered for  meat  in  the  two  licensed  private  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district.  Once  again  100%  inspection  of 
the  meat  after  slaughter  was  carried  out.  There  was 
a slight  decrease  in  numbers  of  animals  killed. 

It  is  with  every  satisfaction  that  I have  to  report 
for  the  fourth  year  in  succession  that  no  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  found  in  adult  cattle  slaughtered  during 
the  year. 

There  were  four  cases  of  localised  cysticerosis,  as 
compared  with  three  cases  in  1963. 

Out  of  a total  of  536  pigs  slaughtered,  15  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  localized  tuberculosis.  The 
percentage  of  the  carcases  inspected,  affected  by 
tuberculosis,  was  2.80  as  compared  with  1.98  the 
previous  year.
